The  commission 
h8us  not  published  its  facts  ta  the 
form  of  scientific  memoirs,  but  such 
a  step  will  be  necessary  ta  order  that 
both  the  scientific  world  and  the  ta- 
dustry  may  tmderstand  and  support 
any  regulatuuLs  adopted.  In  a  mat- 
ter of  such  importance,  not  merely 
to  the  linanclal  interests  Immediate- 
ly concerned,  but  to  the  science  of 
fi.siiet\  M  i'iiiatlon.  It  Is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  commission  will  be  very 
careful  to.  In  a  manner  of  speaking, 
"lay  aU  its  cards  on  the  table." 

Its  facts  are  not  completo;  many 
are  indicated  only  and  are  not 
clearly  defined.  They  are  suflRrlent 
for  first  measures,  but  not  for  the 
details  of  regulation  of  Mca  fisheries 
nor  for  the  exact  determination  of 
the  extent  of  restriction  necessary 
I  Us  recommendations  are  merely 
outlines  of  what  must  be  regarded 
as  an  entry  tato  unknown  territory. 

In  the  ftttve.  oereful  records 
must  ba  kepi  upon  which  can  be 
baaed  aoouiate  opinion  as  to  the 
effects  of  every thmg  which  is  and 
has  been  done  In  the  way  of  regula 
tion.  Such  records  must  indicate 
the  abundance  of  hsli  on  the  banks 
and  will  neccs.sllalc  the  carrful 
testing  of  the  efTlcirncy  of  difTerent 
lypes  of  gear  adoptsd  as  well  as  the 
reeotda  of  flahint  epbmttena.  Much 
better  knowtodge  of  the  migration, 
of  the  drlfttag  larvae,  and  of  the
